Each time her assessment has been 
lowered. And each succeeding year, 
the assessment placed by Hall’s of­ 
fice has bounded right back again. 
Hall said he was "sorry" if her 
judgment differed from his, but 
added: 
“I don’t think anybody else’s judg­ 
ment should control our judgment 
any more than ours should control 
anybody else’s." 
Mrs. Hunt insisted repeatedly that 
the family residence she and her 
husband own is less valuable than 
that of neighbors, but that the 
neighbors pay less taxes. 
Another protestant who made his 
complaint known in no uncertain 
terms, was Paul Crawley of Alta 
Vista, Mill Valley. 
I'm just a working guy who’s 
trying to live in this county," he 
told the board. "If I could afford 
to pay somebody’s else’s taxes. I’d 
like to." 


REITERATES STAND 
Supervisor William D. Fusselmart, 
San Anselmo, reiterated his stand— 
that the job of the board is to equal­ 
ize taxes, and the only way it can 
do that is to lower the levies on 
those who protest. 
But Hall said he thought the 
whole philosophy of the board was 
wrong. If inequities exist, it is pas­ 
sible that the protesting owners are

Arnold Schoenberg, 
Composer, Dies 


SANTA MONICA {/P> — Composer 
Arnold Schoenberg, father of the 
modern Atonal School of Music, died 
at his, home last night after a two- 
year illness.

A native of Vienna, Schoenberg 
came to the United States in the 
1930s after Adolf Hitler’s rise to 
power and the Austrian Anschluss, 
He served as professor of music at 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles until illness forced his re­ 
tirement two and one half years ago.

Trout Fishing 


Still Good In 


High Streams 


By JIM THOMAS 


SAN FRANCISCO m — Trout 
fishing continues to hold up in most 
of the streams of the state, though 
reports are that it is slackening 
somewhat In the streams at lower 
elevations, and particularly In those 
in which the water is being taken 
out for power and irrigation. 
In the high country streams, even 
in the south Sierra the predicted low 
water by July 4 f ailed to material- 
tee. In fact those streams heading 
In the Sequoia and King’s canyon 
high country will not hit their peak 
for another week or two because of 
high water. 
Striped bass fishing is supposed to 
have reached its peak ip the delta 
fishery. But, the fish are still where 
you find 'em and F. Bates Rankin 
of San Francisco found a 46 pound­ 
er at Otto’s Big Break this week. 
Most of those taken now though 
are around 3 pounds. That goes for 
the whole delta area. 
Black bass and catfish are being 
taken throughout the delta area. 
Ole Johnson, the demon fisher­ 
man from Richmond, has been fish­ 
ing Indian slough and the area 
around there steadily and coming up 
with three to five four pounders a 
day. 
Ruth Mason reports from the New 
Hope landing on the Mokelumne 
river that black bass are being taken 
up to 5 pounds on both Snodgrass 
and Beaver slough, both of which 
are fished from her place. Hawaiian 
wigglers and dive bombers seem to 
have been the best bets there. 
Black bass likewise have been hit­ 
ting in Frank's Tract and in Rock 
and Dead End sloughs, reports Tom 
Sawyer, harbor master at Frank’s 
fishing resort on Bethel island. 
Plugs have been taking them morn­ 
ings and evenings with golden shin­ 
ers doing the trick when the sun is 
high. 
Otto Walker, who fishes his boat 
Keesa from Franks resort, logged 
580 fish taken on his boat from 
January 1 to the middle of the year. 
Fifteen of the lot were sturgeon, 
which had to be returned to the 
water. 
Salmon fishing seems to have 
steadied down off the Golden Gate 
and nearly all boats out this week 
have reported limits back with fish 
running up to 45 pounds. 
Anchovie and herring bait, fished 
whole, are getting the big ones, 
which are still of the Farallón Is­ 
lands.

EDITORIAL PASE 
County Should live Up To 
Its Word' On Wolfe Grade 
MATTER OF FACT 
Korean Peace 
Help Truman 
Campaign Of

Last night in this space we explained the 
need for a prompt start on remedies for San 
Rafael's traffic and parking problem if the 
fut"re economic well-being of our entire Marin 
community is to be assured. 
Tonight we turn our attention to a specific 
project related to the master plan for solving 
the county seat’s traffic and parking problem. 
We refer to the proposal for modernizing the 
San Rafael end of the D street or Wolfe Grade, 
as it is commonly known. 
The city of San Rafael has devised a plan 
for renovating the tortuous route at a cost of 
approximately $50,000. Unfortunately, the city 
has only about $39,000 in gasoline tax money 
available for street improvement. 
When this project was first seriously dis­ 
cussed several years ago it was thought that it 
would cost only about $15,000. At that time, 
the late William (Pot) Barr, county supervisor 
from the First (San Rafael) district, immedi­ 
ately perceived the need for the Wolfe Grade 
improvement and the benefits that would come 
from it. Through his efforts, the county super­ 
visors and San Rafael city officials reached a 
"gentlemen’s agreement” that the county would 
go 50-50 with the city in meeting the cost of 
the project. That is, the county and city each 
would put up $7,500 toward the job. 
Today the city is in a position to put up 
$39,000 toward a $50,000 Wolfe Grade project, 
but the county supervisors haven’t yet “laid 
any money on the line.” 
If the supervisors 
would now live up to their original agreement 
to plunk out $7,500, the city could tap its 
general fund for the balance and get the 
much-needed job done.

Last fall, when the renovation of the D 
street approach to the Wolfe Grade was fin­ 
ished, 
the Independent-Journal observed # 
editorially: 
San Rafael’s long range construction pro­ 
gram calls for major realignment of the grade 
as well as widening and repaving . . . . 


And what could better serve interests on 
both ends of the line than a brand new cross- 
valley connection which would permit motor­ 
ists to drive direct from, say, Larkspur to the 
foot of Wolfe Grade without “going around 
Robin Hood’s barn” via Kentfield. 
Larkspur . . . has given considerable thought * 
to this problem and comes up with the sugges­ 
tion that the former road from Escalle across 
to Bon Air could be reconstructed, connecting 
with the new “super” fdur-lane road which* 
leads from the county hospital site at Bon Air 
to Sir Francis Drake boulevard, next to the 
Catholic High school at Greenbrae. 
Larkspur would benefit immeasurably by

having direct access to that portion of Bon Air 
which it recently annexed. 


Those in charge of preparing the county’s 
master plan for streets and highways would rio 
well to give serious consideration to this pro­ 
posal, for it would accomplish the worth-while 
aim of giving the south side of lower Ross 
valley a direct route to the county seat 


Residents of Kentfield and other lower Ross 
valley communities who regularly shop or work 
in San Rafael are among the chief beneficiaries 
'(from the proposed modernization of Wolfe 
Grade). 
Because the improvement will encourage 
more shoppers and workers to use it, the road 
contributes considerably to the economic well 
being of lower Ross Valley communities as 
well as San Rafael.

The only change in the situation since that 
was written nearly a year ago, is that the need 
for Wolfe Grade modernization has become 
more urgent and more apparent. 
If the board of supervisors at its meeting 
Monday were to take action making sufficient 
funds available to enable San Rafael to go 
ahead with its Wolfe Grade plan, the super­ 
visors would win the undying gratitude of a 
large number of lower Ross Valley residents 
who work or shop in San Rafael. 
And the supervisors would be taking a neces­ 
sary step toward assuring the economic well­ 
being of our entire Marin community. 


McCarthy Doesn't 
Care About Truth 


One of the moral obligations of free speech 
is to speak the truth, or what one honestly 
believes to be the truth. 
That obligation apparently has never 
weighed very heavily on Senator McCarthy of 
Wisconsin.

Secretary Marshall and Secretary of State 
Acheson took part in conspiracy to weaken the 
United States so that it would “fall victim to 
Soviet intrigue . . . and Russian military 
might” we are forced to conclude that he is not 
interested in truth. 
Here McCarthy does not merely criticize 
them but accuses them of treason-and does it 
under the shield of congressional immunity. 
Fortunately, few people paid any attention to 
him this time—and ignoring him may be the 
best means of shutting him up.

WASHINGTON — Obviously a 
settlement in Korea, if there is 
one, will have a profound effect on 
the course of next year’s political 
battle. Unless the Democratic pro­ 
fessionals are suffering from mass 
self-delusion, it will greatly streng­ 
then Harry S. Truman, making 
him, if he runs, a really formid­ 
able candidate. A Korean settle­ 
ment will correspondingly weaken 
Sen. Robert A. Taft (who is rather 
obviously dismayed at the turn of 
events) and Gen. Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur. 
The most intriguing question Is 
the effect of an end to the fighting 
in Korea on the fortunes of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. Here it is 
worth, recalling a conversation be­ 
tween MacArthur and Eisenhower 
which took place during the lat­ 
ter *s trip to1 Japan in May, 1946. 
Then, as now, Eisenhower was a 
leading 
Presidential 
possibility. 
Questioned by MacArthur on this 
point, Eisenhower replied that he 
had no intention of running. 


“THAT’S RIGHT, IK E ” said 
Mar Arthur, “just keep saying you 
d ' 
want it, and you’ll get it.” 


a story is interesting partly 
because MacArthur himself, de­ 
spite disclaimers, has been acting 
remarkably like a presidential as­ 
pirant. It Is interesting also be­ 
cause a Korean settlement is likely 
to increase the pressure on Eisen­ 
hower to run, as the man to beat 
Truman. It is therefore time to ask 
whether Eisenhower “wants it,’* 
and whether he can “get it.” The 
answers below 
are subject 
to 
change, but they are the best now 
available. 


AS FOR THE FIRST point, his 
supporters at least state with a 
convincing assurance that, under 
certain conditions, Eisenhower will 
definitely accept the Republican 
nomination, if it is offered. One 
condition is that there should be 
no political strings attached. A 
second is that the Republican plat­ 
form should conform with his 
views on foreign, 'policy. And a 
third condition is that under no 
circumstances will he jeopardize 
his role as North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization commander in order 
to get the nomination. 


For rather obvious reasons, the 
story has been sedulously spread 
abroad by Democrat® that Eisen­ 
hower is a Democrat at heart, and 
is really interested in running as 
a Democrat. But the Eisenhower 
Republicans claim to have been re­ 
assured categorically on this point; 
Eisenhower will not seek or ac­ 
cept the Democratic nomination. 


What Will Yank Soldier Think 
Of Neaotiated Peace In Korea? 


THE 
QUESTION 
REMAINS 
whether Eisenhower can “get it”— 
whether the nomination of a man 
who has never publicly stated his 
political affiliation, and who is 
serving abroad in a wholly non­ 
political post, can be organized. 


There are two main faction® of 
Eisenhower organizers. 
One faction, of course, Is led by 
New York’s Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. 
Dewey is less of a key figure in 
the Elsenhower movement than is 
generally supposed. Dewey Is the 
titular leader of his party, but 
since his 1948 defeat he has had 
little nation-wide influence. More­ 
over, Dewey is not personally close 
to Eisenhower, a fact underlined 
by his decision to go to Asia, in­ 
stead of to Europe, where his can­ 
didate is. 


THE LEADER OF the other, less 
public Eisenhower faction is Penn­ 
sylvania’s 'Sen. James Duff, who 
is in regular communication with 
the general. There is, of course, no 
loye lost between Dewey and Duff. 
They are allies in this matter, but 
allies by convenience aqd at arms’ 
length. Duff has already enlisted 
former Sen. Harry Darby of Kan­ 
sas in the Eisenhower cause. Darby 
will probably become the leading 
public Eisenhower organizer, lend­ 
ing the d«sired home-state, Mid- 
Western background. But the as­ 
tute Duff is and will remain an 
■Important figure behind the scenes.. 
Heavy financial backing as well 
.as shrewd political management 
will certainly toe available for the 
Eisenhower movement. But the 
great obstacle remains—while Ei­ 
senhower is in Europe, Taft’s ef­ 
ficient organizers are hard at work 
to capture the nomination in ad­ 
vance. Clearly, a statement from 
Etóenhower on his Republican al­ 
legiance and availability would 
help, and it has been reported that 
Eisenhower will soon make such a 
statement. 


YET THIS IS extremely unlike­ 
ly, 
simply 
because 
Eisenhower 
knows that anything of the sort 
would almost wholly destroy his 
usefulness in Europe. And on this 
point the Eisenhower Republicans, 
have another reason for anxiety. 
Eisenhower is expected to return 
to this country, as a civilian, by 
next March or April. Even this 
would be dangerously late in the 
day. But his backers now fear that 
Eisenhower, who is deeply dedi­ 
cated to the goal of European, de­ 
fense, may delay his return even 
beyond next spring, in order to see 
the 
European 
defense 
project 
really under way. In this case the 
task of organizing his nomination 
would become truly herculean. 


Yet on balance it seems clear 
that a Korean settlement will 
greatly increase the likelihood of 
Eisenhower’s nomination, if only 
because 
It 
will 
simultaneously 
strengthen Truman and hurt the 
Taft-MacArthur wing of the Re­ 
publican party. A great many Re­ 
publican professionals are by no 
means eager to nominate a man 
whose political views are an un­ 
known quantity. But they are even 
less eager to see their party go 
down to its sixth straight defeat.

TODÁTS BUSINESS MIRROR 


This Guy Doesn't Seem To 
Know Who'll Pay In End

NEW YORK {IP)—The debate is 
on again as to where to raise the 
extra billions in taxes to pour into 
the defense program. 
One side advocates getting the 
money from, the rich, who presum­ 
ably would go on eating even if 
pinched further, but who might 
lose their incentive to provide the 
tools for great production. 
The other side argues that more 
revenue can be raised by aiming 
the tax blow at the great, majority 
with low or modest incomes who, 
nevertheless, have among them­ 
selves the greatest total income 
and spend the most money. 
The battle Is being waged chiefly 
in the revision of the income tax. 
But a number of business organi­ 
zations keep up the fight to get a 
federal sales tax, too—that is, to 
tax people’s out-go as well as their 
in-come. 


SOME OF THE GROUPS—like 
the National Association of Manu­ 
facturers, and the committee on 
federal tax policy—favors a sales 
tax levied at the manufacturer’s 
level. Others—like the committee 
of economic development — want 
■the sales tax levied at the retail 
level. 
The chief argument is that the 
nation needs more production and 
less consumption — to build up its 
store of defense goods without 
'running up prices. Those1 who 'Urge 
the sales tax contend that it will 
raise the most revenue without de­ 
pressing production. 
They argue that soaking business 
and raising income tax rates in 
the higher brackets will discourage 
production without draining off 
any excess purchasing power. Be­ 
sides, they say, a tax on business 
Is passed on to the consumer any­ 


way in higher prices. In the end 
the consumer always pays. 


THE EXCESS PURCHASING 
power argument probably isn’t go­ 
ing to set very well with the aver­ 
age man, who feels he has nothing 
left over after buying necessities 
for his family. To him the sales 
tax is, in effect, just another hike 
in already top-heavy prices. Op­ 
ponents contend that hardest hit 
would be the man who has the 
least margin left over with which 
to' pay a tax. An American Fed­ 
eration of Labor spokesman told 
senators the other day that a sales 
tax would “further depress the 
living standards of more than half 
of the families in America.” 
Sales tax advocates argue that 
the sales tax: gives, a man. a choice: 
He can spend or he can save. The 
.income tax gives him no choice 
and therefore the sales tax favors 
the 
saver 
and 
penalizes 
the 
spender. 
# ’ 
Government wants you to save 
rather than spend while it’s si­ 
phoning off so much goods from 
the civilian market into defense 
production. The sales tax—the ar­ 
gument goes — by making goods 
more costly would reduce the de­ 
mand for goods to the supply 
available. Hence, no inflation. 


AND THEY ARGUE THAT fam­ 
ilies with net incomes under $10,000 
a year have 86 per cent of all the 
money in the country remaining 
after federal income taxes have 
been paid. It is this 86 per cent 
of spendable income the anti-in­ 
flationists are gunning for. 
The sales tax advocates argue 
that the best way to ward off in­ 
flation is to hold down purchas­ 
ing power. 
Opponents ask: How about in­ 
flation, anyway? They nota that

Hichborn Accused 
Of Intolerance

I was amused recently to see in 
your “What Our Readers Say” col­ 
umn, a letter from my old friend, 
FTanklin Hichborn of Santa Clara, 
who is still circularizing California 
editors with letters harping on the 
liquor question. 
He is just as biased on this sub­ 
ject as he was forty or more years 
ago when we were both working 
on the Sacramento Bee. He was 
in charge of, the legislative detail. 
I reported the Asseftnbly. 
It was the session of 1909 when 
the late A1 Whelan of San Rafael, 
but at the time an Assemblyman 
from San Francisco, let a blast go 
against Stanford during a debate 
on the bill prohibiting liquor sales 
within a mile of the .university, 
Whelan held Stanford in poor 
grace inasmuch as a good part of 
its revenue came from the Vina 
winery the college had fallen heir 
to in Tehama County. 
I had written quite in 
about Whelan’s speech,* yet not a 
word of it appeared in the Bee 
that evening. Copy first went to 
Hichborn, then another ex who 
detested anything of a “wet” na­ 
ture. 
The next morning, after the 
Whelan talk had been given quite 
a play in the morning papers, 
Charles K. McClatchy, the famous 
editor of the Bee, wanted to know 
why I didn’t report it. I told him 
I had written it quite extensively 
and had given the copy to Hich- 
bom up at the Capitol. He .asked 
me to write it over again. I did, 
with much gusto. 
That night the Bee ran the story 
of the speech, but also a denuncia­ 
tory editorial concerning it. “C.K.”, 
as we admirers knew him, took the 
stand that grog shops near Stan­ 
ford had nothing to do with the 
income from the winery. The Leg­ 
islature passed the bill barring 
liquor sales within a mile of Stan­ 
ford. 
It was Hichbom’s intolerance 
that suppressed the story, and 


C.K.’s tolerance what caused It to 
run even though he deprecated 
the stand taken by Whelan. 
Hichborn goes on, in the recent 
letter to the editor, to quote the 
Sacramento Bee of January 8,1914 
as declaring 
“prohibition then 
would sweep the State of Califor­ 
nia like a prairie fire.” 
Yet, in the election campaign of 
that fall, the Sacramento Bee pub­ 
lished a wringing “wet” edition 
that was mailed to every voter in 
the twenty-two counties of the 
North. (It did the same two years 
later) I know, because I was cam­ 
paign manager of the anti-proMbi- 
tion campaign in that area. 
After election, I got out a ques­ 
tionnaire to my c o m m i t t e e s 
throughout the territory covered 
by the direct mailing of the Bee, 
and without exception they report­ 
ed back that one of the reasons for 
the big vote against _ state-wide 
prohibition was the copy of the 
Sacramento Bee. 
This goes to show that Hichborn 
is still carrying on his campaign 
of intolerance and misrepresenta­ 
tion in the hope that he might 
contribute 
toward 
another dry 
rn.ovem.ent, even though the pres­ 
ent frame of mind of the people 
will not be influenced in this direc­ 
tion.

WASHINGTON—Quicker than the 
drop of.a hat box, Mrs. John Foster 
Dulles is ever-ready to accompany 
her ambassador husband to any 
comer of the world. Back just a 
few days from a brief trip to Tokyo, 
her third visit to the Far East in 
less than a year, she was paking 
to take off on a more extensive 
journey when I called the other 
day. 
The ultimate destination is Lon­ 
don, where r o v i n g Ambassador 
Dulles, a Republican, is director of 
this government’s effort to complete 
a treaty as q u i c k l y as possible 
against Russian opposition. His last 
trip to Tokyo was in February. He 
also held Pacific defense talks in 
the Philippines, Australia and New 
Zealand. 
"That time I carried two bags of 
luggage,’* Mrs. Dulles told me. “But 
usually I travel light, and it’s no 
effort at all 
to be ready when I 
get the go-signal. The clothes I take 
with me depend on the season 
wherever I happen to be going. In 
February it was winter in Tokyo 
and summer in Australia. 1 had to 
plan for both.” 
Mrs. Dulles* traveling wardrobe 
usually consists of a couple of coats 
and hats and s e v e r a l different 
dresses of silk, wool, and cotton to 
suit all occasions. She says she finds 
dresses more practical than suits 
and easier to pack. 
While her husband is busy with 
conferences and various meetings, 
Mrs. Dulles says she gets in a little 
sight-seeing and visits with wives 
of diplomatic representatives and 
friends she knows in whatever coun­ 
try she finds herself. She always 
comes back with gilts and items 
she’s bought.

Doctors Concentrating On 
Care Of The Chronically III 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
The medical scientist does not 
need to sigh for new worlds to con­ 
quer. During the past few years 
we have triumphed over many of the 
acute infectious diseases only to 
become increasingly aware of the 
great burden off sickness and disa­ 
bility caused by chronic or long­ 
term illness. 
It is in this field that much medi­ 
cal attention is now being concen­ 
trated, not only in the hope of pre­ 
venting many of these ailments, but 
also in the attempt to bring about 
the happy adjustment of those who 
though they cannot look forward to 
complete cures, can still lead useful 
lives iff they learn to live within 
their physical means. 
CHRONIC DISEASES 
The scope of the problem is great, 
for the roster of chronic diseases 
incides such conditions as heart dis­ 
ease, hardening of the arteries, high 
blood pressure, nervous and mental 
disorders, arthritic ailments, kidney 
conditions, tuberculosis, cancer, dia­ 
betes, hay fever and asthma. 
The problem not only involves 
providing those who need it with 
proper institutional care, but also 
finding means of prevention, ways 
of earlier diagnosis, and means of 
rehabilitation for those who are 
past the danger period of the dis­ 
ease'. 
The proper physical and men­ 
tal therapy during convalescence 
can do much to bring such people 
back to usefulness despite certain 
handicaps which may remain. In 
•very instance an attempt should 
ha made to return them to useful 
work as soon as possible. The pa- 
Umt should not be left a burden 


to society by becoming a perma­ 
nent institutional inhabitant. Every 
effort should be made to teach him 
some form of activity so that he 
may again make himself useful to 
the community and thereby feel use­ 
ful within himself. 
NOT ONLY AGED 
This is not merely a problem off 
the aged, for more than three- 
fourths of the people afflicted with 
chonic diseases and two-thirds of 
all invalids are between the ages 
of 15 and 65 years. One-half of 
the persons with chronic disease 
and one-third of the invalids are 
under the age of 45. 
Therefore, we must develop a 
method by which the person who 
is chronically ill may be given prop­ 
er and mental and physical guidance 
in order that he may re-establish 
himself in his community.

Answer: Recently, shingles or 
herpes zoster has been treated suc­ 
cessfully with aureomycin in many 
cases.

SHOULD 
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PLANNING YOUR GARDEN 
Use Wisdom. In 
Harvesting Your Crops 


\ 
By ALBERT WILSON 
Picking fruit *ias objects far beyond the value of the immediate 
harvest. Every tree must discharge the two-fold summer duty of pro­ 
ducing this season’s crop and lay a good foundation for next years 
bearing. W hat you and I must do in picking fruit is to gather it but 
leave our tree intact and uninjured so th a t it will be able In future 
years to' carry crop loads. 
For one thing when we harvest we never grab the fruit, nor pull 
It off the tree. A fruit tree carries 
Its crop on the spur, the identical 
one you read all about in this 
column last winter 
at pruning 
time. You recall I told you then 
the spur is long lived, uninjured 
it will carry a crop for as many 
as seven to ten years. If the cherry, 
the apple, crabapple or pear crop 
Is pulled, the spur upon which it 
Is borne on the tree comes off and 
th a t finishes it. Never again will 
th a t .section of your tree bear a 
single flower nor a single fruit. I t 
simply can’t because the spur, the 
fruit producer is gone. 
• 
• 
* 
IT IS TRUE some times when 
cherries, apples, and pears have 
not been given a sufficient winter 
pruning and a heavy set of blooms 
has taken place, farmers thin the 
crop by cutting off whole spurs 
or short bearing shoots. But care­ 
less, harvesting in which spurs are 
pulled off is never practiced. 
Apples, pears, plums, cherries, 
Oriental quince, and crabapples 
are lifted off the tree at the pedi­ 
cel, the little stalk attaching it to 
the spur. It is often provided with 
a little joint. When the fruit is 
ripe, the picker needs only to lift 
it, and the apple, pear, or plum, 
etc., comes away with no effort, 
and does not in the least injure 
the spur. 
Figs are lifted, off the tree and 
no are Oriental p e r s i m m o n s 
though these are better cut and 


the fruit stored for future use.

VESTED better by being carefully 
plucked from the tree. Nectarines, 
peaches, loquats, and apricots for 
example. The 'harvester carefully 
takes hold of the fruit, and with 
a gentle twisting motion removes 
it from the tree. He never squeezes, 
hard, as th a t would, instantly in­ 
jure the juice bearing ceils under 
the skin. When, these are squeezed 
they turn first brown, then black, 
and finally rot. All of us have 
seen peaches sold as extra fancy 
fruit wrapped in strips of cotton, 
“wood wool”, or shredded paper. 
This prepares them for transpor­ 
tation over long distances. 
Grapes are harvested best with 
shears. The pedical when cut long 
serves as a fine handle to hold 
the bunches during harvesting. As 
a m atter of fact it is almost im­ 
possible to' pull grapes, but when 
this is done th at section of the 
vine invariably is ruined for all 
time. 
The avocado is also clipped. It 
is always harvested with a little 
stem attached to the fruit. This 
is so air does not enter the pedicel 
opening and 
thus bring 
about 
blackening. The ripe fruit is held 
carefully in one hand, and cut off 
with shears In the other.

Slug It Out ■ 
With Garden Slugs 


By DEAN HALL1DAY

If you have fruit trees in your 
home garden there can be no ap­ 
peasement with slugs. You must 
learn how to fight them, and then 
slug it out with them. 
This 
brownish - yellow - orange 
pest feeds on the leaves. In a short 
tim e it skeletonizes them by eating 
away the succulent upper surface 
or under surface tissues.. 
A pear leaf and a cherry leaf 
partly skeletonized by the work of 
slugs are illustrated in the accom­ 
panying Garden-Graph. 
The slugs are about one-half 
Inch long, and swollen in front like 
a tadpole. There are two genera­ 
tions of slugs in northern climates 
and three in southern areas. In the 
adult form they are black and yel­ 
low sawflies,

tree, though indeed windfalls are 
useful fruit. Tree ripened fruit al­ 
ways comes away easily and in 
most 
instances 
the 
orange 
or 
grapefruit itself breaks complete­ 
ly from the pedicel. The fruit of 
the dwarf Meyer Chinese lemon 
comes away easily when it is fully 
ripe. 
Among the small fruits such as 
the cane berries, the harvest is 
simply lilted from the plant, some 
like raspberries fall into the gath­ 
erers hand, as he moves among the 


canes. 
But the important thing 
when harvesting berries from cane 
vines is for the picker not to 
tromp over the new shoots which 
are to bring the crop for the 
season to come. All he has to do 
is gently push these new canes 
underneath the supporting wires 
and thus keep them free from in­ 
jury. 
Such sub-tropical fruits as the 
strawberry and pineapple guava 
are harvested, the easy way, you 
pick, them up from the ground 


W hen

is slightly soft and pleasantly aro­ 
matic. 
G ather, store in a cod 
place, and they last as long as * 
m onth in splendid condition.

BUILD IT FROM A PATTERN 
For Summertime Relaxation 
Make A Lawn Chaise 


The sawflies are slightly larger 
than houseflies. They emerge from 
cocoons in the earth soon after 
cherries or pears have come into 
full leaf. Then they lay their eggs 
on the leaves. 
The larvae from these eggs feed 
for two or three weeks. They then 
drop to the ground and pupate, 
with adults coming out in August 
to' lay eggs for still another 'brood. 
If not controlled they can defoliate 
young trees. 
Slugs can be controlled by the 
use of a poison spray such as ar­ 
senate of lead. Use V :¿ to 2\i table­ 
spoonfuls to each gallon of water. 
The slugs can also be destroyed 
by the use of a contact spray. A 
nicotine-soap combination will kill 
them if they are actually hit by 
the spray material. These sprays 
can be applied immediately after 
the fruit has been harvested.

The recreation spot, which Is al­ 
ready visited by thousands of per­ 
sons each week, is located on the 
picturesque coast of Tómales Bay 
in northwest Marin. 
When the land is fully acquired 
by California the park will contain 
more than two miles of beaches, 
unlimited boating facilities, acres 
of picnic areas and miles upon 
miles of hiking trails. 
As, one Marin resident said, “It 
just has everything we could want 
for recreation.” 
When completed the project will 
end another phase of a long range 
plan which started 'more than ten 
years ago when the Marin Conser­ 
vation League started working to 
acquire the land for a park. First 
step was taken in 1345 as the 185 
acre Shell beach was bought. Sec­ 
ond step was taken last week as 
$150,000 was paid to private owners 
for 840 additional acres to the 
north of Shell beach. 
Of the total amount Marin, 
through its supervisors and dona­ 
tions from private persons, put up 
$26,000 and the state provided 
enough money to make the pur­ 
chase'. Marin also turned over to' 
the state Stinson and Shell beaches 
to be Inehiderf » 
* -

in escrow and negotiations should 
be completed in the near future. 
CREDIT FOR THE PROJECT is 
justly given Mrs. Norman B. Liv­ 
ermore, of Ross, president of the 
Marin Conservation League, and 
Mrs. B. K. Dunshee, also of Ross, 
a member of the league's board of 
directors, for their work in plan­ 
ning the park with the State Divi­ 
sion of Beaches and Parks. Mrs. 
Dunshee and Mrs. Livermore also 
led the subscription campaign for 
donations. 
“But,” says Mrs. Dunshee, “the 
work was well worth the effort " 
The comment has been oft-re­ 
peated by visitors to the area. 
Traveling along Inverness road 
to Pierce Point road the new park 
area becomes immediately visible 
as a thick forest of tali, stately 
pine trees readh across, the road 
and form an arch for autos pass­ 
ing 'below. Around the base of the 
trees colorful, wild flowers and 
bushes grow profusely. 
From, the sole 'parking area 
which serves Shell beach at this 
time, the section becomes a hiker's 
dream. 
Narrow, winding trails and paths 
made by Indians hundreds of 
years ago and others trampled 
down by deer which still wander 
about under the trees, continue on 
in an endless maze. 
A Mexican land grant named 
Puenta de los Reyes Sobrante, the 
hills and beaches were inhabited 
many years ago by the Tamal In­ 
dians. A few years ago an iron ar­ 
rowhead, obviously forged by hand 
by the Indians was uncovered by 
a hiker along one of the trails. 
While descending the hills 
through the wild lilac bushes and 
Bishop pine trees visitors catch 
their first glimpse of the beaches 
as the calm, blue water roils up on 
the white sa.nd« 
Here and there a clearing of 
short brush or grass appears which 
can be used as a picnic area. Be­ 
hind it, as it seems everywhere, the 
bushes and pines form a pictur­ 
esque background. 
Finally, the trails lead to the 
sandy beaches and calm water’s 
edge. In all, the park will have 
.six beaches, each in an individual 
cove and totaling more than two 
miles, of water front for wading, 
swimming, and boating. 
Two of the coves are at Shell 


at Heart’s Desire beach, and one 
at Indian beach. 
RESIDENTS OP THE INVER­ 
NESS area have been swimming in 
generations. These persons say the 
area is almost completely protect­ 
ed from fog and cold winds. It is, 
according to the experts, warm and 
clear throughout most of the year. 
Matter of fact, Red Cross chap­ 
ters in Marin have been using 
Shell beach for years to train chil­ 
dren in water safety. Directors of 
the swimming explain the bay is 
not affected by tides or undertows 
and the slope from beach into the 
water is conveniently gradual. All 
of which, they add, makes an ex­ 
cellent spot for youngsters to swim. 
Although swimming, hiking, and 
picmcing will receive the major 
emphasis, boating will come in for 
a good share of the interest. This 
can be seen in the large turn-out 
of boat owners and spectators to 
the Inverness Yacht races held In 
the bay each July 4.

(Continued from Page M-1G> 
remnants of a large forest which 
flourished during the Ice Age when 
the remainder of California and, 
indeed, most of the United States 
was covered with ice and snow. For 
this reason the grove of pines 
about Inverness and Shell beach 
are sometimes called a botanical 
Island. 
An interesting feature of the 
tree is the closed cone which cov­ 
ers the seeds and clings to the 
limbs for many years without re­ 
seeding. The seeds are dropped 
only during periods of intense heat 
such as a forest fire when a new 
tree would be planted as an old 
one is burned. It Is nature’s con­ 
servation plan. 
As a fitting tribute to the pine 
tree and to one of its strongest ad­ 
mirers, the fund under which the 
Marin Conservation League sub­ 
scribes donations for the acquisi­ 
tion of the park has been named 
the Dr. Willis Linn Jepson mem­ 
orial fund. Dr. Jepson, a former 
botany professor at the University 
of California, was a frequent visi­ 
tor to the Tómales Bay area to 
study and admire the trees. 
Members of the conservation 
league would like to name the park 
after Dr. Jepson but this decision 
will be made by the State Division 
of beaches and parks. 
Unfortunately, as inviting as the 
grounds and setting appears visi­ 
tors are discouraged from making 
the trip to the area. 
However, the reason is clear. The 
State Division of Beaches and the 
Marin Conservation League warn 
of the old impassable roads lead­ 
ing into the grounds from the 
Pierce Point road. Next, they ar­ 
gue, there is no policing, no fire 
protection, and no life guards. In 
short, the area is dangerous in its 
present condition.

Juvenile delinquency is increas­ 
ing in our land, law authorities 
say, and indeed, we are led to 
think so when we read the daily 
newspapers. These same authori­ 
ties tell us that one of the greatest 
causes of juvenile crime is broken 
homes. Divorces are increasing 
with the growth of child delin­ 
quency. 
When we sing the old song, 
“There’s no place like home ” most 
of us think of our own homes 
where love reigned; where differ­ 
ences between parents or among 
children were settled with renewed 
love and understanding — homes 
that we leave if we marry or busi­ 
ness calls us to far places, with 
nostalgia and dream of with long­ 
ing. 
How many thousands of young 
people have-no such beautiful rec­ 
ollections of their homes. Quarrels, 
misunderstandings, a c c u s a tions, 
vengeful feelings spitefully ex­ 
pressed are the things they re­ 
member and, finally, maybe a 
mother or a father going to live 
elsewhere and only the one parent 
to take the place of the two who 
brought them into the world. 
CHILDREN DO SO need both 
parents to help them get a right 
start in life. School teachers do 
their best; Sunday school teachers 
try to guide young people in the 
paths of righteousness — but a 
happy home means more than 
anything else in the world. It gives 
a feeling of security. It’s a place 
where the youngsters bring their 
joys and their griefs, and mother 
and father help them to under­ 
stand life and teach them how to 
make it beautiful. 
Today’s lesson gives us a glimpse 
Into a home of olden time, which 
once was a happy one, but deceit, 
lying and underhand dealing de­ 
stroyed its harmony. 
Isaac and Rebekah were a happy 
couple, but they grieved because 
they had no children. Then God 
gave them twin sons, Esau and Ja­ 
cob. Esau came into the world 
first, so was heir to his father’s 
blessing. Jacob came after and, 
unfortunately, Isaac loved Esau 
best and Rebekah favored Jacob 
—instead of both parents loving 
both sons equally. 
ISAAC GREW OLD; his sight 
failed, and he was sure that death 
was near. He called Esau to him, 
told him to take his bow and qui­ 
ver and shoot some venison, for he 
loved savory meat. After that 
Isaac would give this son his 
blessing. 
Rebekah heard what her hus­ 
band said to Essau, so she told her 
favorite, Jacob, to quickly kill a 
kid from the flock of goats and 
bring it to her and she would cook 
it, and he could take it to his 
father and get the blessing. 
Jacob said his father would 
know he was not 'Esau, although 
he could not see him, because 
Esau’s arms were hairy and his 
were smooth. So the mother had 
Jacob put on Esau’s clothes, and 
she covered his arms with the skin 
of the goats, and gave him the 
meat to take to his father. 
BLIND THOUGH HE WAS 
Isaac knew Jacob’s voice, and also 
asked how he had been able to 
bring the meat so quickly. Then 
Jacob told the worst lie of all; he 
said God had been with him to 
help him. 
Isaac felt of Jacob’s arms, and 
thought it was Esau because they 
were hairy, so he gave the 
younger son his blessing. You can 
imagine how Esau felt when he
